here isn’t any medical reason to eat three meals 
T a day. For hundreds of years most Europeans 

ate only twice a day: breakfast in the morning 
and dinner in the mid-afternoon. This was true in 
North America, too, until the late 1800s, when more 
people began working in factories and offices. Since 
workers couldn't go home in the middle of the after- 
noon, they brought a smaller meal to their workplace. 
The main meal was then pushed back to the end of 
the day when people returned home.

We visited the Interstate Brands bakery 
in Schiller Park, Illinois, to see how they make 
more than 1 million Twinkies a day. 


Batter up. Ray (be/ow) makes the dough. 
First he measures out the correct amount of 
powdered milk, baking powder, cornstarch, 
salt, and other ingredients into a bucket. Next 
he pours the blend into a mixer and adds dried 
eggs and dextrose [a type of 
sugar]. Finally, pipes 
pump in water, flour, 
corn syrup, and 
granulated sugar. 
Each batch of 
batter weighs 
1,000 pounds 
and makes 
13,223 Twinkies. 
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We'd like to 
thank all our 
pans. A pipe leads 
the batter to a 
machine called the 
dough depositor. 
Baking pans, which 
have been sprayed 
with grease, pass 
under the dough depositor. It squirts a precise 
amount of batter into each mold (above), filling 
it approximately one-third full. Each pan holds

New Zealand artist Maurice Bennett (above, left) poses with Elvis on Toast, his 62-square-foot portrait of 
rock 'n’ roll legend Elvis Presley made out of 3,525 slices of toast. Luckily for Maurice, he didn’t have to use 
a toaster. The artist has access to a commercial oven large enough to toast 90 slices of bread at a time. By 
grilling the bread in shades that range from light to burnt, he was able to create the King’s skin tone, facial 
features, hair color, and clothing. The billboard-size toast portrait keeps Maurice company in his studio.

Sandy makes art with food because she 

likes working with unexpected materials that 
almost everyone recognizes. In another piece 
called Body Limits (right), she plastered a room, 
chair, and a pair of mannequins with bacon strips. 
Since meat spoils quickly, Sandy photographed 
the piece so that the pictures could be displayed 
later in a museum without causing a big stink. 
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It may look like a science experiment, but you 
won't find C/oaca in a lab. Museums take turns 
displaying the machine, which duplicates the 
human digestive system. It was created by 
’ Belgian artist Wim Delvoye and scientists from 
the University of Antwerp. Every day, Cloaca is 
fed two nutritious 
meals. The food travels 
through glass vats 
(left), pumps, pipes, 
filters, and tubes, 
which contain the 
same acids and gases 
that humans have in 
their stomach and 
intestines. After 
27 hours, the time 
it takes for the average 
person to completely digest a meal, Cloaca 
squeezes its solid waste out of a nozzle and 
onto a conveyor belt. The end result is scooped 
up and sealed in jars. Art collectors pay as 
much as $1,500 a pop for the poop. 





RICE TREAT 


A group of 450 volunteers at a mall 
in Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, made 

this traditional Indian floor artwork 
called a kolam out of 3,300 pounds 
of colored rice and rice flour. It took 
18 hours to complete the design, 
which measures 230 by 133 feet, in 
1996. The kolam, a traditional art 
form from India, is a symbol of good 
fortune and usually made by women. 
Kolams can be found in front of 
homes, businesses, and in courtyards. 
To make a kolam, the artist sketches 
a design—usually geometric and 
symmetric shapes—on the ground 
with white rice flour. The pattern is 
then filled in with naturally dyed rice, 
rice flour, and sometimes a variety of 
powdered spices.
